CuIcaGeo, May 20.—The Republican party 
never met under such discouraging circum- 
stances in National Convention, To seat Mr. 
Hayes theyqzave away their whole strength 
in the South, which previously had given 
them two great Electoral victories. Had 
Grant not reappeared as a candidate, they 
might have had at least a harmonious 
funeral. But his strength with the managing 
politicians and with a considerable optimistic 
party and general following has brought to 
the surface those numerous Commonwealth 
and local dissensions which are the fruit of 
long years of power in nearly the same 
hands. 


A CALM OUTLOOK. 


Against Grant, personally, the delegates 
here have nothing to say, except that he will 
lose the party vital States in the North,— 
Ohio certainly, perhaps Wisconsin and New 
York,—and recover nothing previously lost, 
But the attendants and camp-followers in 
many cases bitterly denounce Grant, his per- 
severance for ‘office, the record of his Ad- 
ministrations, and the designs and characters 
of his engineers, From the best of my ob- 
servation such attacks are more especially 
made by IIlinoisans, Chicagoans particular- 
ly, who use the roughest vernacular in the 
country under excitement. Ohio anti- 
Grant men plead, New Yorkers reason, 
Indianians illustrate their objections, but 
Illinois talks with a clenched fist, 
qualifies nothing, and threatens combus- 
tion. The high-strung, nervous, resolute 
type of men living on these prairies, 
their schoolmaster the City of Chi 
cago, do not measure words nor welcomes. 
More Southern in kind than any other 
Northern society, they do not observe that 
the fact of the Convention meeting here 
should disfranchise their lips or fists, and 
some of the Grant men complain that if 
they were a herd of cattle coming into Chi- 
cago they could not be bulldozed less.gently. 
The endeavor to impress the name of Cook 
County upon foreigners has not been in vain, 
and an irate Grant man from Pennsylvania 
yesterday said he should remember it as 
“Chief Cook and Chief Bottle-Washer 
County.” 

“Sir,” exclaimed a distinguished Chica- 
goan, swinging his long arms in the faces of 
a group of gaping New-Yorkers, “ they little 
thought that when they spread the banquet 
the ghost of Banquo would be there! They 
sit down to the Convention, and there glides 
in with her bloody head and trenched gashes 
the outraged ghost of Chicago. Yes, sir, 
Chicago!”

DECADENCE. 

Some people draw parallels between the 
feeling here and that at Charleston in 1860, 
when the Democratic party, divided between 
Breckinridge, Douglas, Howell Cobb, and 
Buchanan, ruptured and expired. But it 
was then the quarrel of an issue,—two thou- 
sand millions of slave propety to be re- 
tained only by a certain rendering of the 
Constitution. Here at Chicago it would 
appear to be a rupture about lead - 
ers. Not a word is said about 
the party platform, nor the need of leading 
issues, nor about the Vice-Presidency. It is 
a war of enemies or respecters of persons. 

The two issues are within the party, not 
outside of it. They are the unit rule and the 
three terms of Grant. The negro, who has 
abided with the party a quarter of a century 
as a political principle, appears at the Con- 
vention as a miserable and discarded quan- 
tity, absorbed into the organic law, a mendi- 
cant, a non-resistant, perhaps already pre- 
pared to sell his vote for money or a servant’s 
office,.and to turn his back on Grant for 
Sherman, or Lincoln, if he were living. Like 
the Indian, a hero as long as he was unre- 
claimed, and a vagabond when elevated, the 
black man cuts a sorry figure at the Conven- 
tion of the great party which ennobled him. 
Fred Douglass is almost the only black fle- 
ure here commanding any attention. Lib 
erty has come, but not yet the manhood it 
was to give. 

As one old enough to look back twenty 
years thinks of this day and that, when the

AN INTERESTING CONVERSATION 
with the of the National Commit- 
tee, Thomas Keogh. on the labor question at 
the South. I asked him if the exodus of the 
negro in the future depended upon the elec- 
tion of a Democratic or Republican Presi- 


ent. 

“I think not,” he said. The two great 
causes of this exodus are above politics, and 
even above violence. The first cause is that the 
South is overstocked with labor. Thesecond 
is the restlessness in the negro’s mind. 

re is altogether too much labor ins the 
uth, and there is nostimulation for a white 
man to work there for that reason. You see 
we pay next to nothing for servants. Most 
of my neighbors in North Carolina pay $3 a 
month for a cook. I pay mine $5, and it is 
regarded as a needless pieceof extravagance. 
For the same class of servants North you y 
s month. Now, this rate of labor is a 
roof of there being too much of it. and the 
Northern r rearing of such cheap la- 
bor, are sending through various agencies to 
get servants out of the South. One servant 
writes back to another that she is getting $10 
or $12 a month, and consequently there is a 
universal restlesness among the peo- 
pie, now somewhat accustomed to 
the use of monev and desirous. either 
to spend or save it. If you want 
an errand done for you in the North,” said 
Mr. Keogh, “ you have to pay a dispatch-boy 
ora servant. But down where I live 1 can 
call up any col boy on the street and 
say, John, you go out to my house, two or 
three miles, and bring in my overcoat.’ 
is no charge for it; he hardly thinks 
of refusing. Of course | give him some- 
thing,—10 or 15 cents. That is expected, but 
not demanded. With labor so cheap no 
white person moves a hand. The young 
white boys, instead of walking around the 
corner, Whistle to @ negro, who runs the 
errand out of habit or for a few pennies. 
The best white labor in North Carolina, 
such as we have in the gold-mines there, can 
be hired for 50 cents a day, and y feed 
themselves, Relatively, the North has few 
laborers. Every man does his own work. 
The energies of the South would be put 
forth tenfold if it had one-third the present 
amount of labor. We have an old cook who 
has been with us many years. We thought 
she was thoroughly attached to us, But she 
came to my wife just before we left for Chi- 
cago and said she was going to New York. A 
friend had written to her that she could get 
$8 a month wages. We undertook to raise 
her w but the unrest had gone wo far. 
So I think the exodus question in the South 
is but little connected with politics. Of course 
more violence would . expedite emigra- 
tion, and there might be a panic among the 
negroes in the Gulf States between the elec- 
tion of a Democratic President and his in- 
auguration. But I think the exodus to some 
extent exists in natural causes,—a surplus of 
r a call for it in the 
orth.’

Whittaker feigned insensibility on the morning 


being Republican, is that of the right of 
representation by districts, and the right of 
each Congressional district to appoint its 
own delegates. 

The Republican party in Illinois held its 
first State Convention in 1856. At that Con- 
vention, and subsequently, in 1860, 1864, 1868, 
1872, 1876, and in 1880, the delegates to the 
State Convention from each Congressional 
district met in a group or separate organized 
meeting, and, by ballot or otherwise, elected 
delegates to represent such Congressional 
district in the National Convention. A com- 
mittee of one member from each district 
met and recommended to the Convention 
four persons as delegates at large to the 
National Convention. These latter were ap- 
pointed by the Convention, but the appoint- 
ments by the Congressional districts were 
merely reported to the Convention as a mat- 
ter of record, and were never voted on by the 
Convention, their election being complete. 

In 1880, after the several Congressional 
districts had appointed their delegates to the 
Chicago Convention, the State Convention 
(thirty-six Cook County delegates being ex- 
cluded and their seats given to defeated can- 
didates), on motion of Logan, appointed a 
committee to report the names of delegates 
from each Congressional district to the Na- 
tional Convention. This committee discarded 
and threw out the delegates chosen in ten 
Congressional districts and substituted 
twenty other delegates in their place from 
the minority factions in those districts. 

The case presented by Lilinois is the right 
of a majority of a State Convention to depose 
the delegates appointed by the several Con- 
gressional districts, and to appoint others. 

That is the usurpation committed by the 
State Convention,—an usurpation which 
violates the entire traditions, usages, and 
practices of the Republican party in this and 
in every other State, and which violates the 
traditions, precedents, and principles of the 
Republican party of the Nation. 

Representation in the National Convention 
of the Republican party is based upon the 
same general principles as representation In 
the National Congress. It is apportioned ac- 
cording to population, Each State is award- 
ed one Representative in Congress, to be 
elected by the voters of each legally-defined 
Congressional district, and no persons save 
voters resident in that district have any 
voice in the choice of that Representative. 

Each State is entitled to two members in 
the Senate, to be chosen by the Legislature 
of that State. In the election of Senators the 
Legislature has exclusive jurisdiction. In 
the election of Representatives the voters of 
each Congressional district have jurisdic- 
tion. 

The call of the National Central Committee 
fully recognizes this distinction of the right 
of the districts to select their delegates in 
contradistinction to the authority of the 
State Convention to elect delegates for the 
State at large. The call says: 

Republicans, and all who will codperate with 
them in supporting the nominee of the party, 
are invited to choose two delegates from each Con- 
yreasional district, four at la from each State, 
two from each Territory, and tyo from the Dis- 


trict of Columbia, to represent in the Uon- 
vention. 


The call is not, as Logan asserts, for a 
„convention of States”; it is a convention 
of Republicans, represented by delegates 
chosen from each Congressional district, and 
four from the State at large. * 

In the Republican National Convention the 
members awarded to each State and to each 
Congressional district are double those in 
Congress; the Territories are awarded repre- 
sentation as in Congress, but have no dele- 
gates at large, as they have no Senators. 
The right of instruction has never had any 
recognition in the Republican party. It was 
invented by the slaveholding States as a pro- 
tection to slavery. In a few instances it was 
obeyed by a few Denfocratic Senators, but 
never by any Republican Senator. The doc- 
trine of instructions even in the days of its 
highest recognition never included Repre- 
sentatives; it only applied to Senators, who 
were instructed by the Legislatures, 

The State Conventions of the Republican 
party stand towards the delegates to the 
National Convention as do the Legislatures 
of the States towards the Senators. State 
Conventions may instruct delegates at large, 
as Legislatures may instruct Senators, and 
as the Republican party has always held the 
instructions of Senators by Legislatures in 
contempt, so the Republican party should 
hold the instruction even of delegates at 
large with no higher respect. 

But never in the palmiest days of the doc- 
trine of instruction was it ever claimed that 
a State Legislature had power to instruct the 
Representatives chosen by the people of the 
several Congressicnal districts. These Repre- 
sentatives owe no allegiance as such to State 
Legislatures, nor are the Representatives to 
the National Convention chosen by Congres- 
sional districts bound to obey any arbitrary 
orders or mandates issued by the bosses who 
run State Conventions. The district dele- 
gates are responsible alone to their con- 
stituents in their respective districts. 

But in Illinois this prineiple of representa- 
tion was so grossly violated at the late 
Springfield Convention that there is no prec- 
edent for even an attempt at such a pro- 
ceeding. The action of that Convention in 
undertaking depose the delegates to the 
National Convention appointed by half the 
Congressional districts of this State can 
only be.likened to a proceeding by the Legis- 
lature of Lilinois to depose the Representa- 
tives elected to Congress by ten of the Con- 
gressional districts of this State, and the 
appointment or election by the Legislature 
of other Representatives to take their places. 

It is only necessary to state the case to un- 
derstand the strict parallel between the at- 
tempt by a State Legislature to depose ten 
members of Congress elected by the people 
in as many districts of this State, and to ap- 
point ten other persons to take their places, 
and the usurpation by a State Convention to 
depose the representatives to the National 
Republican Convention of ten Oongres 
sional districts, and to appoint others in 
their place. How long would even the 
most partisan House tolerate the presence of 
representatives chosen by the State Legis- 
lature, and how long would it exclude those 
elected by the people of the several dis- 
tricts? And how long will the National 
Republican Convention tolerate the presence 
of so-called district representatives appointed 
by a State Convention and exclude those 
elected by the Republican votérs of these 
ten Congressional! districts ? ; 

On what principle will that Convention ask 
the disfranchised voters of these ten districts 
to vote for a candidate next November who 
will owe his nomination to the exclusion of 
their duly elected representatives ? 

Illinois will be represented at the Conven- 
tion by “four delegates at large” from the 
State” and by two delegates chosen from

Will the Republicans of the several States 
and Territories of the Union inflict this wan- 
ton outrage upon the Republicans of I- 
nois? LIilinols ts the seiected victim of this 
villainy this year, .Let that unprecedented 
outrage be sanctioned and approved, and it 
will become an adjudged precedent for a 
like outrage upon Indiana; Ohio, Massachu- 
setts, or Pennsylvania at the next Conven- 
tion. The rights and safety of the Repub- 
lieans in every district in the country and 
the very existence of the party Itself depends 
upon defeating this disfranchisement now, 
and stamping the seal of its disapproval upon 
such anti-Republican act. 


A THIRD-TERM NOMINATION, AND THEN! 

The advocates of the nomination of a third- 
term candidate by the Chicago Convention 
affect to find some enconragement in their 
enterprise by claiming that the Democrats 
are certain to nominate Tilden, who, in turn, 
will be certain to lose the vote of New York 
because of the Kelly defection. 

We wish to call attention to the danger of 
making a nomination, open to serious opposi- 
tion in the Republican party, resting merely 
on the expectation that the Democrats will 


| nominate a weak man. 


There is not a Democrat in the United 
States who hopes for the election of a Demo- 
cratic President whose desires do not rest 
strongly on the expectation that the Repub- 
licans will nominate a third-term candidate. 

The selection of a weak Republican candi- 
date, because the Democrats will probably 
nominate a man threatened by a serious de- 
fection in his own party, is an exposure of 
the Republican cause to a possibility of defeat 
wholly unnecessary, and isof itself a most 
ill-advised policy. in 1844 the Whig party 
entered the campaign with thé most unlim- 
ited expectations of success. Van Buren had 
at that time secured more than two-thirds of 
the delegates to the Democratic Convention ; 
his nomination was almost a certainty, and 
the pronounced defection in New York and 
other Democratic States rendered his defeat 
equally certain. Therefore the Whigs were 
jubilant. But the Democratic Convention 
did not nominate Van Buren; they nomi- 
nated Polk, and Mr. Clay was disastrously 
defe ated. 

But, even if the Republicans shall nomi- 
nate a third-term candidate, and the Demo- 
crats shall be so obliging as to nominate Til- 
den, and Kelly shall continue his bolt, will 
the nomination of a third-term candidate be 
a guaranty of an election? 

There are 369 Electoral votes, of which, in 
1876, Mr. Hayes got 185 and Mr. Tilden got 
184. Mr. Tilden then received 35 votes from 
New York, 15 from Indiana, 9 from New 
Jersey, and 6 from Connecticut, making a 
total of 65 votes from the Northern States. 
At the same time Mr. Hayes obtained the 
votes of Louisiana (8), Florida (4), and South 
Carolina (7), a total of 19 votes from the 
Southern States. 

In the Northern States Mr. Hayes car- 
ried Ohio (2 votes) by a majority of 
7,000, California (6 votes) by a majority of 
2,769, and Oregon (3 votes) by a majority 
of 1,050. It will be seen that Mr. Hayes, 
against whom there was no Republican op- 
position, obtained these 31 votes in these 
three States by less than 11,000 votes, 

In 1876 the vote of New York was essential 
to the election of Tilden because of the prob- 
able loss of Southern votes, and, despite this 
loss, he was defeated by only one majority. 
In 1880 the South is so solid that the 138 votes 
may be counted for any Democratic candi- 
date against any Republican candidate. This 
gives the Democratic candidate 138 votes to 
start with, leaving him wanting only 47 votes 
more to be elected. If he obtain New York 
(35) and Indiana (15) he will have more than 
are needed to elect him, But many Grantites 
are speculating on the probability of Til- 
den’s nomination and on John Kelly defeat- 
ing him in New York, and never once reflect- 
ing that, with certain defeat in Ohio in Octo- 
ber ona third-term issue, the battle would be 
lost in November, no matter whom the Dem- 
ocrats were running. The demoralizing con- 
sequences of defeat in Ohio would be irrepar- 
able. 

The Republican Convention will assume a 
terrible responsibility by inviting, and pro- 
voking, and defying a deep-rooted and wide- 
spread hostility to the election of any third- 
term candidate. This objection, while exist- 
ing generally in all the Republican States, pre- 
vails strongly and more determinedly among 
the Republicans gf Ohio, Indiana, New 
Hampshire, Connecticut, New Jersey, and 
California, from which States only one third- 
term delegate has been elected to the Chi- 
cago Convention. These six States will give 
the following Electoral votes, and gave ma- 
jorities in 1876 as stated:

By the nomination of a third-term candi- 
date at the Chicago Convention these 68 
Electoral votes, which may all be carried by 
any other Republican candidate, are not only 
placed in extreme peril, but are so confident- 
ly expected to be won by the Democrats that 
they feel they can even nominate Tilden and 
elect him in spite of ali that Kelly can do, 
and without the vote of New York. Of these 
68 Electoral votes, Tilden received 30 in 1876 
against a candidate who received every 
publican vote in these States. | 

The loss of the State of Ohio by the Re- 
publicans will elect Tilden, even if New 
York vote for the third-term candidate. The 
decision in Ohio will turn on maintaining a 
nominal majority of only 7,516 votes. Is the 
success of the Republican party in 1880 to be 
periled by forcing upon the Republicans of 
Ohio a candidate against whom a vast ma- 
jority of the party in the North protests, and 
against whom an active Republican éppolj- 
tion exists, and where defeat is foreshadowed 
almost beyond a doubt? 

If in October, 1880, the small Republican 
majority in Ohio be Bvercome at the State 
election, thus indicating the vote in Novem- 
ber, the election of the Democratic candidate 
will have become so assured a certainty that, 
even if it be Tilden, Kélly’s bolt, having lost 
all possible potency, will shrivel away, and 
thus, through the folly of defying public sen- 
ment by nominating a third-term candidate, 
the Government in all, its branches will be 

delivered over to the Democratic party.

INSINUATIONS are thrown out in certain 
quarters that the Chicago people are taking 
an unfair advantage of the location of the 
National Convention here to obtrude their 


“cheek.” Such an imputation is mer x 
unfair, To begin with, Chicago is one of the 
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gressional districts in this State (and would 
represent four under a new abportion- 


other Congressional districts in this State 
which are in the same condition. An out 
raged and misrepresented people demand a 
hearing from the National Convention. The 
Republicans of Chicago would be as deter- 
mined and aggressive in this matter if the 
Convention were located in New York, on 
the Atlantic, or In San Franeiseo, on the 
Pacific coast. The fact that the Convention 
happens te be held in this city ought not to 
operate to suppress the popular protest 
against a great wrong. There would be no 
justice in that. It may be that, by reason of 
the Convention’s location in this city, the 
delegates from other sections of the country 
will be more fully informed as to the nature 
and circumstances of the outrage that has 
been committed, and more thoroughly im- 
pressed with the intensity of the popular in- 
dignation thereat, than they would be at a 
greater distance. But this circumstance will 
only assist in righting the wrong that has 
been done, and in that way Chicago may 
possibly contribute more to the rescue of the 
Republican party from a fatal error than all 
the rest of the country can contribute. This 
isa worthy missiowf and in the end it will be 
duly appreciated by all men who have the 
interests of the Republican party at heart.

THE CORNER IN VOTES. 

The political firm of Conkling, Logan & 
Cameron is working for Grant. as a trio of 
loeal firms are supposed to be working for 
Keene. The one has undertaken to control 
the wheat markets of the world, and especial- 
ly that of Chicago. The other has engaged 
in a gigantic speculation to control the voice 
of the Republican party in the selection of 
our next President, and all their efforts have 
been concentrated upon the vote to be taken 
in this city during the coming week. The 
success of both is about equally problematical. 
In each case the issue depends upon condi- 
tions which the wire-workers may have taken 
into the account, buteof which they are by 
no means the masters. They have gone

No “unit rule“ and 
no form of instructions would alone meet 
Seizer’s demands, but he must have the 
privilege of appointing third-termers to mis- 
represent anti-Grant districts.

The Sapphire is a magnificent 
new vessel, commanded by Capt. William 
Boag, who is one of the Commission appoint- 


| ed by the British Government that investigat- 


ed the Lady Octavia and Champion collision. 
The Sapphire had just completed discharg- 
ing a cargo of railroad fron trom Antwerp. 
About 11 o’clock yesterday morning the cook, 
James Lewis, was getting dinner ready. The 
Captain was in his cabin, the first mate on 
deck, and the second mate, Jonn Vincent, a 
seaman named Richard Hendricks, and two 
apprentice beys, John Barber and George 
Chapman, walked into the galley to take 
their meal. The food was not prepared, and 
they seem to have entered the oil-room ad- 
joining, where several barrels of paint, 
oil, kerosene, and benzine were kept. 
Some of the party began cutting up 
pranks as sailors will. Vincent 18 
said to have run a red-hot poker, which he 
had heated at the galley stove, into a barrel, 
with the intention, apparently, to scare the 
others, orto enlarge the bung-hole.

try in the United States, perhaps, has been so 
largely engaged in the culture of hops as 
that measured in a.circumference around 
Utica of which ninety miles may be named 
as the diameter. The farmers within this 
radius had an organization which they 
styled the North American Hop-Growers’ 
Association”; and at their meetings much 
that was of importance to themselves, and to 
outside cultivators, and to dealers generally, 
was promulgated. Hop-culture for several 
years previous to 1879 had been a losing 
business, and yards that once were thrifty 
and profitable were allowed to become over- 


‘run with weeds and grass, the poles to go to 


decay, and genera! dilapidation prevailed, A 
few, however,—among whom were the more 
active members of the above Association,— 
continued steadily to enlarge their fields and 
improve their methods of cultivation, believ- 
ing that, with a revival of the general business 
of the country, this commodity wou also 
increase in demand. Their wisdom and fore- 
sight met last fall with remarkable fruition. 


Farmers who had cultivated and housed 


their hops in prime condition were abundant- 
ly rewarded with golden gains, and their 
faith was more firmly established that, as a 
specialty, the growing of hops was a profit- 
able investment. Those thathad become dis- 
couraged, and allowed their fields to go to 
waste, atonee saw their mistake, and re- 


solved again to embark in an enterprise 
which, as a rule, is considered vastly more 
remunerative than the system of miscellane- 
ous cultivation carried on by the great ma- 
jority of farmers, Fields have been re- 
plowed, roots reset woles placed in position, 
andamore general air of thrift and good 
cultivation established than has at any time 
prevailed since 1874. The Hop-Growers’ 
Association, which had somewhat waned in 
its influence and attendance, was revived, 
and its officers and members set to work to 
gather anew industrial facts relating to their 
trade, and to compare wants and resou 
experiments and results, till a correct 
scientifie basis of culture could be attained. 
Soon after the harvest of 1879, and the re- 
markable prices began to rule, a movement 
was put on foot to gather local statistical 
formation; and, at a recent official meeting, 
personal returns were made from 178 * 
ers, principally residents of the sou 
portion of Oneida and the northern portions of 
Otsego and Madison Counties, but embracing 
a very small surface of hop-gTo dis- 
trict above referred to. From the report itis 
learned that the drought and grub which pre- 
vailed last season have killed a large quan- 
tity of roots, while the open weather of last 
winter on wet soil had frozen out about an 
— proportion of hills. The acreage 
yield under cultivation by the 173 growers in 
1878 and 1879 was given as follows: 1878— 
Acres, 1,250; * — per ac @7; total 
weight, 184.1 pounds. 1879— Acres, 1,166;

permitted to make the following extracts: 

‘* CONSULATE OF THE UNITED STATES OF 
AMERICA, NuUREMBURG, Bavaria, March 18, 
1880.—To Mr. S. Dutcher, Director 
of the North-American Hop-Growers’ 4 
sociation, Utica, N. F.—DRAR Sin: Your 
favors have been received, and read with 
pleasure, not only by myself, but the 
dealers in hops and brewers of Nurem urg. 
It being so early in the season, of course no 
calculations or predictions can be made on 
the crop for the com season. The t 
winter has been long severe, but not till 
the vines are uncovered can it be known 
whether they have sustained any injury. 

The extraordinary depression of the hop 
trade and brewing industry of the last few 
months still continues; which of course, 
influen prices considerably, more so 
than for the last ten years. Choice ho 
best qualities, as ‘spalts,’ which were valu 
in October and November last as high as 68 
cents, are noted at 4244 to 46% cents. Prime 
qualities, at that period worth 46% cents, can 
now be bought at 34 cents. It must, how- 
ever, be remarked that the first pick (selec- 
tion) is always superior in quality and color. 
The great decline is the more remarkable as 
stocks in merchants’ farmers’ hands are 
very small; and, should business revive and 
England nave any demand, however small, a 
turn for the better may be expected. 

“From the debates in your Convention I 
infer that each hop-grower of your neighbor- 
hood cures and err his own prod- 
uct for shipment, itis presumed that in 
many cases the grower’s facilities and con- 
venbnces are both limited and primitive. 
Here it is quite different. A hop-grower as 
a rule has but few acres of land, and they are 
oft-times leased lands, though held by the 
same family from genera to generation. 
The grower has never had the conveniences 
for curing his hops, nor has he been obli 
to the necessary amount of tal 
and other facilities, since the hop merchants 
and speculators of this city, from early times, 
have possessed spacious warehouses and cur- 
ing establishments, and have been accus- 
tomed to purchase the crop of the grower, 
who delivers his products just as soon as his 
hops are sufficiently weather-dried for loose

Seymour, Ind., May 20.—For two days a 
“still hunt“ has been vigoreusly prosecuted 
in this county—Jackson—for the express pur- 
pose of finding out the true ffeelings of the 
Republican voters in regard to their prefer- 
ences in selecting a candidate for President.

ILLINOIS. 
THE CHIEF ISSUE BEFORE THE 
CONVENTION. 
To the Bditor of The Chicago Tribune. 

RIVERSIDE, III., May 20.—The issue before 
the Republican party js distinctly whether or 
not it will support a candidate for President 
for a third term. This is the bone of conten- 
tion, the cause of strife within the camp. 
Upon the correct settlement of this issue 
depends the weal or wo of the Republican 
party,—a party which for twenty odd years 
has lent its best efforts in much nobler con- 
tests. There is no avoiding this point, no 
setting it aside with contemptuous ridicule. 
If there is any sentiment about it on either 
side it is such a sentiment as has resolved 
itself into a prejudice,—stich a prejudice as 
has resolved itself into a principle. And, if 
the principle on either side is honest, the 
principle on the other is dishonest. If it is 
right on principle that Gen. Grant deserves 
and should have a third term and as many 
more as he likes of the highest office in the 
world, then it is wrong on principle 
that he should not. Is there any 
other way of looking at it? And 
if the men who are urging the third term are 
honest and fair men, then those who are op- 
posed are not. If Logan, Conkling, Cam- 
eron, Carpenter, Babcock, and all the “old 
crowd’ are model American leaders,—if they, 
with the filth of political chicanery bedrag- 
gling the skirts of their garments and the 
smut of private immorality besmirching their 
foreheads, are proper supporters of a candi- 
date, and good leaders for earnest men, then 
follow them to the bitter end. 

On the eve of an important Convention 
where the delegates attend as a sort 
tribunal of physicians to administer a dose 
to the party which will either kill or cure, 
it behooves all thinking men to seriously 
consider the means by which it con- 
vened, its purpose, and its probable political 
effect. The means of convening have been 
varied. In Massachusetts and some other 
States delegates have been rightly chosen in 
separate districts and independently of State 
dictation; in other States pase peony ave been 
chosen in the separate districts, sanctioned 
by State Conventions, and left free to express 
their own choice thereafter; in other States 
the mode has been similar to the last, with 
the exception that the district delegates have 
been instructed to vote for certain candi- 
dates; and in other States—Kansas and Lili- 
nois—the district choice has been ignored, 
and delegates to represent them in the great 
Convention were appotuted by committecs 
of the State Conventions. In Kansas, the 
Convention was almost unanimously anti- 
Grant; but in Illinois the division was close, 
and the fraudulent majority was in 
favor of the ex-President. Following this 
statement regarding the election of 
delegates to the Chicago Convention, 
attention is called to the fact recognized in 
all reports now before us, that, in all cases in 
the Northern .States where the choice has 
been left to the individual distriets and the 
delegates so chosen have been left free and 
uninstructed, the choice has been unanimous 
against third-termism; whereas, in all cases, 
with the only exception of Kansas (which is 
anti-Grant by an immense majority), where 
the delegations have been instructed, gagged, 
chained, bulldozed, whipped, and outgener- 
aled, and the voice of the people smothered

faithful, after having fasted and confessed 
their sins, assemble on Saturday night and 
await the announcement of the glad tidings. 
Precisely at midnight the cry is raised, “ He 
is risen!” and at once, with singing and 
ehanting, bell-ringing and noisy demon- 
strations, the people loudly express their 
joy, their gratitude, and their hopes of 
eternal salvation. In different localities the 
details vary according to the topographical 
and political conditions. At Moscow, for ex- 
ample, in the great square of the Kremlin, 
when the bells of the “‘ forty times forty” 
churches send forth simultaneously their 
merry peal, thousands of tapers are suddenly 
lighted, and as the procession of priests in 
full eanonicals issues from the cathedral the 
inelodious chanting of the choristers is 
drowned by the thunder of artillery.

Facing us is a large house contain- 
ing the Patriarch’s reception- rooms and pri- 
yate apartments; to the right the Chancel- 
lerie, and to the left the Patriarchal Church, 
—a small, insigniticant building, without any 
architectural pretensions. We enter the 
building in front of us, and in a few mo- 
ments are ushered into the presence of his 
Holiness, a tall, broad-shouldered, power- 
fully-built man of about 45 years of age, with 
regular, handsome features, large soft eyes, 
and a flowing black beard, slightly tinged 
with gray. Ie is dressed in the plain black 
costume of an ordinary monk, and his man- 
r is amiable and dignified without any 
ge of affectation. His linguistic acauire- 
ments are respectable even in this polyglot 
city, for in the course of a few minutes he 
converses fréely in Greek, Turkis ney 
German, and umanian, and git o 
tongues is probably not confined to these 
languages. If I may judge from a few min- 
utes’. conversation on Bulgarian affairs,—a 
very delicate topic,—I should say that he is a 
man of large and liberal views, a in- 
clined to look at things from the Hellenic 
standpoint, but quite ready to listen calmly 
to arguments directed against his opinions. 
Our conversation, which gradually took the 
form of an amicable discussion, is unfortu- 
nately interrupted by the arrival of some la- 
dies, who eome to offer their Easter con- 
gratulations, and, after sweets and coffee have 
been served in Eastern fashion, we all pass 
into the large reception-room.

Below the diplomatists are six Arch- 
bishops, members of the Holy Synod, and 
near the doora motley crowd, including the 
ubiquitous British tourist in character- 
istic unceremonious costume, not quite 
in keeping with the 12 The 
centre of the room is occupied by a long 
table, on which are branchés of lighted tapers 
and the Patriarchal mitre and vestments. 
After a pause of a few minutes, the six Arch- 
bishops and minor ecclesiastics, e in 
pairs towards the dais, prostrate themselves 
and kiss the Patriarch’s hand. The cere- 
mony of re his Holiness then begins, and 
is performed by deacons in rich dresses of 
silver brocade, ornaniented with gold and 
red embroidery. 1 need not describe 
or endeavor to explain the gorgeous costume 
of the Patriarch, each detail of which has a 
spiritual or symbolical significance; but I 
may say briefly that it is, with certajn modifi- 
cations, the costume worn by the old Byzan- 
tine Emperors, of whom the Patriarch is, in 
a certain sense, the successor. Standli 
close behind him, I could see on the, le 
shoulder of his richly-embroidered mantle 
the ancient Imperial arms, the double-headed 
Imperial eagle, holding in its claws the 
sceptre the sword. : 
＋ lungs were being very severely tried 
4 e clouds of incense, and our ears Dy the 
choir, which sent forth harsh strains, much 
too nasal to be melodious, it was a relief to 
take our places in the procession and get out 
into the open air. On arriving at the top of 
the staircase we looked down on the densely 
crowded court,—the closely packed up-turned 
faces and red fezzes presen the appear- 
ance of a carpet with a curious original de- 
sign. Through this crowd the Patriarch and 
the rest of us had to force our way in *order 
to make the round of the church. The vigor- 
ous efforts of the Turkish troops, directed by 
a fat, little, red-faced officer of gendarmes, 
did not prevent us from being rudly jostled. 
After a deal of persistent ‘pushing and 
elbowjng, not quite befitting the solemnity 
of the occasion, we. arrived atthe main en- 
trance; and here the tug of war“ awaited 
us. The church was so full that the Greek 
blue-jackets, who had been intrusted with 
the duty of keeping a passage clear, had been 
overpowered by the crowd, and, not wishing 
to use violence, had given up the task in 
despair. Every inch of standing room and 
some coligns of vantage which were never 
intended for spectators were fully occupied, 
it was only by a judicious combination 
offbpacience and muscular energy that we 
sudveeded in fore our way up the central 
aisle and reaching the choir, where a space 
had been reserved for us, soon as we 
had taken our places, the service, conducted 
by the Patriarch in person, began. I need 
not describe it in detail, for it differed little 
from ordinary Vespers, except the Gos- 
pels for the day were read in various lan- 
s.—Greek prose, Greek epic metre, 
Latin, rench, Slavonic, Turkish, and Ara- 
bic,—and an exquisit old Byzantine melody 
was sung, as if to show how fearfully the 
Greek taste in the matter of church music 
has degenerated since the time of Basil 
the Great. As a whole,: the service was 
very impressive; but, the effect was 
greatly marred by the 
tude and irrepressible loquacity of the 
audience, and more than once we were 
startled by pistols being fired in the vestibule. 
There was no evidence of the deep venera- 
tion and religious fervor which would cer- 
tainly be shown on suchasolemn occasion 
by any race of Northern Europe. In this 
respect a curious parallel might be drawn 
between the modern Greek and -their old 
Pagan forefathers. :

It is, I believe, a fact that there has never 
been found a single fossil of any of the now 
existing species which could possibly con- 
nect our period with the Tertiary!’ Why 
the very names of the divisions of the Ter- 
tiary are founded upon the proportion of liv- 
ing species whose remains they contain! In 
the last, the Pliocene, more than one-half the 
mollusks are of existing species, according 
to Nicholson's Ancient Lite History,” page 
333, 40 t0 % per cent. Of plants there were, 
in abundance, oaks, poplars, maples, mug 
nolias, cinnamon, figs, palms, ete., ete., 
Dana’s “ Manual Geology,” page 497. There 
were deer, foxes, wolves, bears, elephants, 
tigers, etc., ete., certainly enough possibly 
to connect our period with the Tertiary,” 
even though the species in case of the verte- 
brates were different. 

Nor does the Chasm theory get along any 
better with the Bible. Mr. Perren says the 
heavens, and earth, and sea, with all the ani- 
mals and plants whose remains in the rocks 
are the reason why that theory was devised, 
were made before the six days. How, then, 
doegit help matters to say that God recon- 
stru€ted our earth’s surface, brought order 
out of chaos, and made new races of creat- 
ures? For the commandment expressly 


says, God made the heavens, and earth, and 
sea, and all that there is age includes cer- 
tainly the fossiis} in thesix days.” I don’t

Perhaps, however, you will ask how I get 
along withthe statement “for in six days 
the Lord made,” ete.

oreover, are in the genitive con- 
struct, K 4 it li ro reads, for 
a hexad of day was the rd creating the 
heavens,” etc., i. e., in some unmentioned 
relation to a set of six days. Contrast the in- 
definitness of this with the defitness of Gen., 
XI., 4 there, of necessity, means an in- 
defintt period, and the writer expressly says 
that it was in that day the Lord made heaven 
and earth. The preposition *‘in” is found in 
the Hebrew. 

There are other reasons which would oc- 

cupy too much time. I. give the above from 
its brevity, not because I think it is the best 
answer that I could give.

H this story be un epitome of our world’s 
history, it was impossible im the days before 
anything was known of geology and astron- 
omy for men to understand it. i 
argument in its favor that it never would 
Square with science. Science was too full of 
To-day I believe there is an entire 
Me gg so far as science is herself in the 

git. Nor need science put on airs, and 
claim present infallibility.. She has too often 
shi her ground te. overawe us by any 
claim to omniscience. In the department of 
physics, including astronomy and geology, 
the agreement is simply amazing. In Biology 
too little is yet known to warrant any dog- 
matic statements. 

I had intended to speak of certain matters 
in editorial column, but must confine my- 
selftoone. It is gratify 


to see that the 
tone of apology is droppe 


and that the un 
answerable argument derived from the re- 
sults of this Ok in the world is insisted 
upon. I am sorry, however, that you say, 
»The impeachment of the Biblical geology is 
of no account whatever,” and by Biblical 
geology I understand you to mean the story 
of Creation in Genesis, 

It does not seem to me of so small account. 
Ifatriend should tell us soberly of certain 
transactions, and his statements, on investi- 
gation, should turn out to be untrue, our faith 
in his knewledge would beshaken. His 
honesty could be vindicated only at the 
expense of his knowledge. The most 
charitable ting would be to impute his 
error to bad information. But if we had 
absolute knowledge that, at the time 
he made the false statements, he knew 
the exact truth. buf chose to tell us some- 
thing else, our judgment would be far more 
severe. So in regard to this story. If it be 
from God, then it mes those who can to 


ll-Wise should have given us a narrative 
wholly false, or of truth and falsehood 
mingled in some unknown proportion, when 
He knew perfectly well the whole truth, and 
when, so far as we can see, it would have 
served His purpose just as well. But, on the 
other hand, if the story be 1 literally, 
and wholly true, science by and by will got 
into position where shé can and must see it. 
And, then, what an argument for the truth 
of revelation, how specially fitted to meet the 
requirements of a scientific age! 

No question could arise as to revelation, or 
miracles, or the reliability of testimony. Here 
would be an ever-living miracle that friend 
and foe alike could examine in the quiet of 
his own study. 

So far as 1 can judge, we are far enough 
advanced to test the matter, say through the 
work of the third period,—i. e., to the com- 

letion of the sry iene and the production of 

e higher ve tion, and its pronounced 
completion. These two great transactions 
were completed in what geologists call the 
Pliocene. After scientists have as yet 
but little that they can agree upon, Try the 
experiment so far. Take Genesis, in its 
Simplest, most literal meaning, and see what 
an agreement there is. I give you a little 
sample of what I mean. 

Moses: says the earth was once without 
form and vold. And science says it was 
once part of a gas-like, nebulous mass. 
Moses says, before motion was imparted, all 
was in darkness, and science says that light 
isa mode or result of motion. Moses at- 
a matter and motion to the one Great 
First Cause. Philosophy does the same, 

Moses put light next after motion, and phi- 
losophy says light was the first visible result 
of motion. 5 

Moses says the light was good before God 
divided between the light aud the darkness; 
and science says o poor, weak light of 
the nebulous matter became good light, such 
as we now have, before any part of the solar 
system had so far cooled down as to oust a 
shadow, and so, as now, to divide the light 
from the darkness. 

Thus you may go on, and your wonder and 
amazement will increase at each step. 
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ARCHBISHOP PURCELL. 
HIS DEPOSITION IN REGARD TO DIOCESAN 
PROPERTY. 1 
Cincinnatt Gazette. 


The Archbishop, after answering a number 
of questions in regardto his own previous 
ry, was examined as to the title of the 

real estate belonging to the Church. The 
title of the real estate of the Diocese was 
vested in J. B. Purcell by the authority of 
the Catholic Church and the consent of the 
people in his capacity as Bishop. No limit 
was placed upon his power to control 
or dispose of the property, the only 
condition being the faithful administration 
of it for the purpose for which it came into 
his hands. Congregations had no right to 
dispose, direct, or restrain the disposition by 
him of any property without his consent. 
The Bishop in consultation with the people 
was the only judge ot expediency with rela- 
tion to the property of the Church. If the 
people did not approve of the op's acts 
their recourse lay In an appeal to Rome. 
This authority he transferred to his brother, 
Edward Purcell, whe managed temporal 
matters in the Archbishop’s name. The de- 
posits received by Edward Purcell were re- 
ceived for the purpose of paying for lots, for 
churches, schools, charities, orphan-asylums, 


and houses of refuge. The 445 
bought some time in 1 and urch 
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which was an entry dated Jan. 7, 1879, to the 
effect Diocese was responsible for a 
balance due of $30,327, signed by E. Purcell 
and certified by J. B. Purcell, he said that fe 
adhered to the statement that the Diocese was 
responsible, though he had been much aston- 
ished at the time to discover that the amount 
was so large. The Arch bishop was asked to 
int out any authority which authorized 
Um to appoint his brother or any one else 
to receive money on deposit and pay interest 
thereon, and to loan it out to other parties. 
lle stated that he could not point out 
any authority which gave him power ; 
that it was left to the discretion of the Bish- 
ops. Ile said that the power was given him 
when he became a Bishop. He was asked 
whether there was anything in his briefs or 
bulls by which he received his 94 * 
which related thereto. He said there was 
not, but that the power was to be found in 
the New Testainent. But no speelal au- 
thority from that source was pointed out. 
He was asked if his brother ever took out a 
license as a banker. He replied that he did 
not know that he had, or that he éver paid 
any tax on deposits, or ever made any re- 
turn to the Government. In relation to the 
transfer o — ogg to his brother, he stated 
that it was made under the advice of promi- 
nent men in the congregation. ques- 
tion of the cathedral property was an over- 
sight. He thought that it was more proper 
that. the assigninent should come from his 
brother than from himself, since he occupied 
the position of Archbishop. The fact that 
deposits were taken by his brother in his 
name was generally known to the cathedral 
congregation and to the Papal See, though, 
he said, he had never formally made the mat- 
ter known, 

When he was made Bishop the only debt 
of the Diocese which he knew of personally 
was one of 8400 for the Episcopal residence, 
He had understood, however, thata large 
sum of money was sent to Bishop Rezi, at 
Detroit, which has never been aecounted for. 

An Pe reminiscence which was 
elicited during the progress of the deposition 
was in regard to the little church of St. Pius 
a wooden bullding situated on the corner of 
Vine and Liberty streets, which was taken 
by the congregation on Sunday, placed on 
wheels, and drawn by six yoke of oxen down 
to the present site of St. Xavier Church, 
where it was set down, and used by the En- 
glish and German speaking people alter- 
nately. 

In respect to the custom of different eoun- 
tries concerning the property of the Church, 
he said he knew thatin some of these coun- 
tries the Government claimed the right to 
dispose of the churches, thelr furniture, 

roperty, paintings, and everything else. 

le was asked whether it had been 
his intention on his deposition te 
intimate that the acquisition of 
church property, or its holding and trans- 
mission, was not necessarily governed by the 
laws of the country where it was situated, 
especially in regan to real estate. IIIs re- 
ply was that a Bishop in the United States 
takes a solemn oath not to sell or give away, 
or in any way to alienate his Episcopal 
manse; that it was difficult to state what that 
term meant, but he understood it to mean 
the house in which the Bishop lived and the 
property belonging to the house, and every- 
thing else connected therewith. Ille said 
that he didn’t think the Government had any 
right to take $1 of the money of the Bishop 
or priest; that he did not understand that the 
law had anything to do with the holding and 
transmission of — so long aß he did 
what the law allowed; that the Bishop could 
do whatever was just without interference 
on the part of the law. 

The deposition of Archbishop Purcell in 
relation to the diocesan debt and as to his 
action in disposing of the Church property 
was filed last Saturday. The prelate was 
assailed by the attorneys with 167 questions, 
which he seems to have answered with can- 
dor and without reserve,

the alleged innovation, and has no hesitancy

A religious newspaper published at Tou- 
louse, France, relates the following incident: 
‘*A priest at the railway station lately asked 
aman to hold a flask for him. Daring the 
absence of the clergyman the man took a sip 
outof the flask, thinking that it might be 
brandy. It was, however, water from 
Lourdes. The effect of the draught was that 
the inan renounced the Protestant religion, 
became a Catholic, and begged to be al- 
lowed to make a confession on the return of 
the priest.“ 


The congregation which has been organ- 
ized under the prospective pastorate of the 
Rev. Mr. Macrae, at Dundee, Scotland, has 
adopted a provisional constitution embody- 
ing both 8 and independent feat- 
ures. The administration is intrusted to 
elders under the superintendence of the min- 
ister, with an ultimate — to the people.

THE SPANISH STUDENTS. 

The conspicuous features in the “ Humpty 
Dumpty” troupe now performing at Mc- 
Vicker’s Theatre are the Spanish students, 
who have won, and deservedly won, marked 
attention wherever they have appeared. 
There are fifteen of them, and their instru- 
ments comprise one violin, in the hands of 
the leader, one bass viol, four guitars, and 
nine mandolins, the former having fourteen 
and the latter twelve strings,—double the 
number upon ordinary instruments. The

certs. They appeared in public in Paris, and 
the Parisian fancy was tickled. They be- 
came the rage, and, finding that there was 
more money in their’ guitars and mandolins 
than in the course of life for which they had 
been prepared at the Spanish colleges, deter- 
mined to adopt the concert stage. After 
their Paris engagement they played in Italy, 
Switzerland, Germany, Holland,—in fact, they 
went into every European Capital. and the 
Parisian furore was repeated. On the stage 
they wear the costume of the Spanish stu- 
dent—a black velyet blouge, a cloak of the 
same material thrown over the right shoul- 
der, velvet knee-breeches, black silk stock- 
ings, shoes with large silver buckles, and the 
student’s hat ornamented with an ivory 
Spoon, the Spanish indication that the wearer 
belongs to the educated classes.
